REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 7-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 7 recites, inter alia, a contact region of the contact element is able to slide over the wire in 
the contacting area, and during installation of the ignition coil the contact region cooperates with a coil 
element that is able to he slipped over the contact element and presses the contact region against the wire 
in the process to destroy the enamel layer of the wire. 

The references of record do not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor 
would it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
